tember last he has neglected his wife 
and refused to provide for her, except 
that he paid for her support at a New 
York hotel since that time, and fourth, 
that Gen)'! iiad treated his wife with 
extreme cruelty,. employed. spies to 
harass her, caused her mail hag to be

Steunenberg—Latter Crime Jointly 
Plotted, He Testifies, by Mine Work- 
ers' Officials and Himself. 


Boise, Idaho, June 7.—Finishing hla 


chapter of murders, assassinations and 
plots in which he maintains William 
D. Haywood, Charles H. Mover and 
George A. Pettibone were the chief 
conspirators and he and Steve Adams 
and Jack Simpkins were the instru- 
ments of atrocious vengeance, Harry 
Orchard crowned his admissions of 
bloody deeds when he made detailed 
confession of the murder of Frank 
Steunenberg by an infernal machine. 
On direct examination in the 
Hay- 


wood trial he swore the murder of 
Steunenberg was first suggested 
by 


Haywood; was jointly plotted by Hay- 
wood, Mover, Pettibone and himself;: 
was financed by Haywood, and was 
executed by himself, after the failure 
of an attempt in which Jack Simpkins 
had participated. Orchard lifted the 
total of his own murdered victims to 
1!>, detailed the circumstances under 
which he tried to murder former Gov- 
ernor Peabody, Judge Goodard, Judge 
3abbert, General Sherman Bell, D. H. 
Moffat and Frank Herne. Incidental- 
y he confessed to a plan to kidnap 
the child of one of his former as- 
sociates. 


Orchard, under cross-examination 


by Attorney Richardson of the 
de- 


fense, 
frankly 
confessed 
guilt 
of 


the sordid crimes of deserting his 
young child and wife in Ontario, flee- 
ing to British Columbia with Hattia 
Simpson, the wife of another man* 
and committing bigamy by marrying a 
third 
woman at 
Cripple 
Creek. 


Through the shocking details of plots, 
stories of secret bombmaklng, an* 
tales of man hunts with 
sawed-offi 


shotguns and infernal machines as 
weapons, the witness went on in the 
same quiet off-hand 
manner that 


marked his demeanor Monday. His 
voice dropped to lower keys as the 
pitiful story of the 
long hunt 


Steunenberg narrowed down to the 
last day and he told of the race from 
the hotel to the home to beat his 
victim with the death trap and the 
meeting in the evening gloom as the 
victim walked unconsciously to 
his 


doom. Through it all he winced but 
once, and that was when the defensa 
made him name his six sisters and his 
one brother and give their residences 
in Ontario and New York. 


In all these plottings and killings, 


Orchard maintains that he was ad- 
vised and guided and paid by Hay- 
wood, Moyer and Pettibone. 
He did 


most of his consulting, plotting and 
bomb making, he says, with Petti- 
bone, and under arrangements that 
they had, Haywood supplied money 
to Pettibone, and the latter turned it 
over to Orchard. 


It was Haywood's plan, said Or- 


chard, that he should put Steunenberg 
out of the way, then go to Patterson, 
N. J., and write letters to Sherman 
Bell, Peabody. Goddard, Gabbert and 
others that their similar 
fates was 


only deferred. 


The defense fought the story with, 


a multiplicity of objections and suc- 
ceeded in heading off an attempt to> 
tell the story of the murder of Arthur 
Collins at Telluride, and temporarily 
shutting out the contents of a tele- 
gram received and telegram sent by; 
Orchard after his arrest in this state. 
The state began its corroboration of 
Orchard's crimson tale by producing 
the lend casing of the Peabody bomb. 
Orchard identified it, swore that he 
brought it from Canyon City to Denver 
and then on to Wallace, where he gave 
it to a man named Cunningham. It 
was thrown into the river and 
the 


state promises to prove its recovery. 
Haywood and his 
kinsfolk 
listened 


quietly to the long recital, and about 
their first show of feeling was one of 
amusement when Attorney Richard- 
son began his onslaught and brought 
out Orchard's domestic crimes.

AN ENTIRE TOWN WAS TOTALLY DESTROYED 


Most of the People Were Asleep and Were Either 


Drowned « Crushed to Death tinder Hie 


Falling Houses at Louisville. 


Louisville, Ky., June 8.—Thirty persons perished in 


a cloudburst which destroyed the town of Gradyville, 12 
miles from Columbia, in Adair county, at midnight. 


Many bodies have already besn recovered and sev- 


eral more are in the debris of the wrecked houses. 
Nearly every residence in the town was swept away. 


The town is situated in the forks of two creeks. At 


midnight there was a terrific cloudburst, which swept 
the creeks put of their banks. The waters rose so rap- 
idly that the inhabitants of the town had no possible 
way of escape. 


Most of the people were asleep at the time and were 


caught in their submerged homes and drowned or caught 
under debris and crushedT to death.

Robert Lucas, governor of Ohio from 1833 to 1830, was a man of string 


personalities. His ability as a soldier was shown in the ^var of 1812, when 
he raised a battalion of volunteers. 
He became a brigadier general and 


served at Fort Meigs and Lower Sandusky. The "Toledo war" occurred dur- 
ing bis administration as governor, and he maintained the Ohio side success- 
fully. His father was a captain in the Revolutionary war and a descendant 
of William Penn. Robert Lucas removed to Ohio in 1802, settling where 
Portsmouth now stands. He afterward removed to Piketon and was engaged 
In a general store. He was several times elected to the different branches of 
the general assembly, serving at one time as speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, la 1832 "he presided over the national Democratic convention that 
Dominated Jackson for a second time. In 1848 he was appointed by President 
Van Buren aa territorial governor of Iowa. He died in lo^ta City, la., P«b. 7, 
1853.

Grandson of the Famous 


Patriot. 


Officers of the Historical society at 


York, 1'a., recently discovered that 
1'aul Revere, <:ran<isou of the man 
whose midnight ride is known to fame, 
also figured as the hero in a notable 
ride io au en-,'!>:e cab between Yorte 
and Washington in the war of the rt 
bullion, says a York special dispatch 
to the New York Tribune. 


Colonel Fletcher Webster, son of the 


great American onuor and statesman 
participated in this ride on a troop 
train, tr-uufier with the Twelfth Mas- 
sachusctis regiment, which he organ- 
ized. 
This regiment was largely re- 


cruited in lif>stoii and the town of 
Worcester. Many of those composing 
it were hardy youths, descendants of 
those who participated in the Revolu- 
tion and in the war of 1812.

After Coloiu-l Webster and his 1.200 


men were prepared to move toward 
Washington, fi-llowing the call of Lin- 
coln for 7.~>.<iO!> troops, it was necessary 
to transport them from Jersey City 
tlirough Kastou, Allentown and Ilar- 
risburg. It was 0 o'clock in the morn- j 
ing when thi* twelve car train with j 
its 1.2(!0 men steamed out of Harris- j 
burg and made its way down the Sus- 
quehfinna to York.

Afier a halt of ten minutes in York ; 


the train pulled out for Baltimore. 
P>etVirr' it started tho actions of the en- 
gineer were note 1 as peculiar.

President Roosevelt, Members of the 


Cabinet and Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners Discuss the Alton 
Deal, the Harvester Trust and Other 
Cases—The Conclusions Reached. 


Washington, June S. — President 


Roosevelt, members of the cabinet and 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
Lane and Knapp and Frank B. Kel- 
logg, special counsel for the govern- 
ment, were in conference at the White 
House. The subject of trust prosecu- 
tions was under consideration. Fea- 
tures of the Harriman railroad merger 
case, the charges relating to the coal 
carrying railroads, the so-called "Har- 
vester trust," etc., were on the pro- 
gram for consideration. The purpose 
was to formulate definite plans pre- 
liminary to the president's departure 
on his summer vacation. 


Much of the conference was given 


to the Harriman-Alton deal. 
Every 


phase of that^ transaction was thor- 
oughly gone over and discussion was 
participated in more especially by the 
president, Mr. Kellogg, Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, Commissioners Knapp 
and Lane. The conclusion was prompt- 
ly reached that however damaging the 
evidence might be against Mr. Harri- 
man the testimony he had given in 
the interstate commerce investigation 
had given him 
complete immunity 


from criminal prosecution. 


It was the decision of the confer- 


ence that the prosecution of bitumin- 
ous carrying railroads should be left 
in the hands of the attorney general,

He 
said that he had agreed to report to 
Scott, but that he was lying to him, 
never intending to make reports to 
him and never did make reports. The 
defense also tried to show that be- 
cause he stood in with the other side 
Orchard was not molested 
by the 


militia in Cripple Creek. Orchard ad- 
mitted that Scott had told him that it 
the militia interfered with him he was 
to send for him and that the militi* 
never did interfere with him or search 
his house.

The Cripple 
Creek woman, with whom he commit- 
ted bigamy, had three sons; Orchard 
stole high grade ore from a messmate;- 
he stole two cases of powder from 
the Vindicator mine; he stole powder 
to make one of the bombs thrown into 
the Vindicator coal pile, and he told 
a lie. Defense endeavored in various

manufacturing garments he figured 
out the process of preserving skins, 
which is called tanning. 


"Almost up to within the last hun- 


dred years tanning was accomplished 
alone by the use of harks and leaves 
of trees. 
Within the last century 


many improvements have been and 
are being made in tanning, until now 
it is almost impossible for any but 
an pxpeit to determine what kind of 
leather he may observe, or whether 
it is leather or a substittite. 


"Tanning is not the only process 


by which pelts, or skins, are convert- 
ed into the 
leather of commerce. 


Tawing is one of the various other 
processes, and consists chiefly in pi-e- 
serving the pelt without removing 
the glue which all pelts contain in 
a greater or lesser degree. 
Another 


process is dressing in oil, which con- 
sis-ts of driving out the water of the 
skin and replacing it with oil. 


"After the pelt, or skin, has been 


fully dressed and irpated and has 
become leather, for purposes of man- 
ufacture it is divided into separate 
parts, each best adapted to particu- 
lar 
purposes. 
The 
old-fashioned 


wav of dividing a leather pelt, and 
which is still in general use in many 
localities, consists in classifying the 
different parts as follows:

producing .. vegetable 
substitute, 


which, when applied to cloth, gives 
to that material serviceable proper- 
ties it could not otherwise display."

The pearl fisheries of Ceylon arc 


described by Somers Somerset in an 
article in a recent issue of the Nine- 
teenth Century of London. 


By the terms of a recent lease to 


a syndicate the government is now 
entitled to a rent for twenty years 
of 310,000 rupees a year, and is to 
be saved an expenditure which in 
1905 
amounted to 220,000 rupees. 


In addition the lessees are to spend 
1,000,000 to 3,000,000 rupees, as the 
government may direct, in the im- 
provement of the fishery, and are re- 
stricted regarding 
the number of 


years of the lease. 


The modus operandi of the fisher- 


ies is very interesting. 
At midnight 


several hundred large boats, each 
containing sixty men, set sail before 
a favorable wind. The boats sail 
out twelve or fifteen miles, and on 
reaching the bank which is to be 
fished lie within the buoyed limits 


The divers descend with a heavy 


v. eight, which takes them quickly to 
the sea floor, collect as many oysters 
as possible, and, on giving a signal, 
are pulled to the surface fis.ain with 
their catch 
There they 
remain 
a 


few minutes alongside the boat. Then 
one "iftcr another tney 
<=ink down 


into me sea again and icrurn with 
their basket?. 
So they go without 


ceasing i'or s'x hours. 


The only appliance used to assist 


them is a tortise shell clip upon their 
nostrils to prevent the entrance of 
water. 
The average 
dive occupies 


about thirty-five 
to fifty seconds, 


while the maximum-is not above 
ninety seconds. 
When it is remem- 


bered that the whole of this period 
is one of violent exertion it is possible 
to realize how great a strain is put 
upon the driver. 


At about noon the fishing for the 


day is closed and the boats set sail 
for the shore, racing one another in 
their desire to unload the first oy- 
sters of the day.

Some Perplexities 


of Making Calls 


In he matter of returning calls per- 


plexing questions not infrequently arise, 
|n this wise: A lady, in returning a call, 
is accompanied by. a friend with whom 
she is driving and the two go in to- 
gether; not that they, both intend to 
pay a call, only the one, and this one 
introduces her friend. 
Now whether 


the appearance of this person introduced 
should be regarded and treated as a for- 
mal call or not is a question that is 
rather apt to trouble the recipient of it. 
The best inference seems to be that it 
is not a call, but a chance introduction 
only, made as a matter of convenience. 


Another difficulty with regard to call- 


ing is the doubt as to whether when 
returning a call, it is allowable or even 
advisable, to be accompanied by a rela- 
tive or friend who may happen to be 
paying the caller a short visit. On this 
•>oint, however, no uncertainty need ex- 
ist ; a relative may, unquestionably ac- 
company the caller and be introduced to 
the lady called upon as a matter of 
course. 
But in case the lady called 


upon is announced as not at home, and 
cards are left, the name of the accom- 
panying person should not appear on 
:he cards, for, strictly speaking, the call 
s in no wise from her. 


A man must not take another man 


:o call upon ladies of his. but not of 
iis friend's acquaintance, without first 
asking and receiving permission to do 
so, except in the case of ladies whom 
ie has known long and rather intimate- 
,y. 
A young gentleman who is desir- 


ous of the privilege of calling upon a 
•oung lady is permitted to 'seek the 
;ood offices of some common friend to 
secure for him this permission and in- 
troduce him to the lady's house. When 
the lady has consented to receive him. 


is not entitled to make his first call 


alone, but must be accompanied by the 
man or woman who has secured for him 
he privilege. But after that, he is en- 
:itled to call alone.

Tor an absence that is to endure for a 
•ear or more are calls paid to bid fare- 
veil ; and then usually only one's near- 
est and most intimate friends are

mitted to call upon a- visitor in family 
with which the caller is at enmity. 


When a member of society announces 


the presence of a woman guest in her 
house, it is required of her friends, both 
men >and women, to call as promptly 
as possible upon the guest and before 
offering her any hospitalities.

with my princess skirt ? It is made with point in hack and 
front. Would you advise a skeleton waist to go with it made 
of the same? It is light-weight material. I have the Eton 
jacket to match. 
I also have a cream mohair skirt, pleated 


all-around. The skirt is not cut in gores. Can this, be made 
over, and how? 1 am 5 feet 2 inches in height and weigh 
112 pounds. What would von advise for a nice, black shirt 
to be worn with pretty waists? 
If you have sufficient material of the goods, an over-waist will 


look well whether in the form of a. jumper or the bib pinafore. 
The former is made with just a plain piece back and front, shaped 
under the arms, then cut out in a long Y back and front from 
shoulders to bust, the sleeves short, bell-shaped and slashed, the 
slashings a Vs trimmed with braid or ehe cut out in shallow- 
scallops. At the waist line a casing is set on and an elastic in- 
serted, the jumper slipping over the head. Put the arms into the 
sleeves first, then slip over the head. No other closing is 
necessary. 


The bib pinafore is a slightly full portion, arranged at front 


and back respectively, gathered into a band at the top and taken 
into the belt at lower edge. The armholes are cut out very large 
and wide and there are no sleeves whatever. A blouse is worn 
with either waist. 


A skeleton waist is usually made from ribbon or velvet ribbon, 


in strappings and suspender effect. 
In this case the waist mav 


contrast with the skirt, or match it in color as preferred. Red 
velvet looks well with a blue or gray skirt, green with tan or 
brown, brown with brown or green, and any color may be chosen 
supposing the skirt is black. Your cream mohair skirt is really 
the very latest, up-to-date model if it is pleated without being 
gored. 
I certainly should leave it untouched. If, however, you

Marjorie Dane's Latest Patterns 


T 


HERE is a. charm and fascination about the lingerie hat 


that is apparent to every one. It is daintily charming, sug- 
gests summer simplicity and is altogether desirable when 


worn with the appropriate costume and at the right time. 
Il- 


lustrated are two of the prettiest and best liked styles that the 
season has to offer, both of which can so easily .and readily be 
made at home that one might have a half a dozen without over- 
taxing the time or the purse. In the illustratii^i the shirred hat 
is made with crown of all-over embroidery and frill of em- 
broidered edging, the under-brim being covered with little frills 
of Valenciennes lace while the trimming is a ribbon bow, but 
it can be treated in various ways. 
In place of the little frill? 


at the under-brim can be one wide one, shirred material, plain 
material or, indeed, almost anything that one may like. 
The 


plain hat in this instance is made from linen embroidered by 
hand, this special form of fancy work being a fad of the hour, 
but it too can be treated in a number of ways. 
It can be cut 


from any all over embroidery or heavy lace and can quite easily 
and readily be taken apart and cleansed. 


The pattern consists of a foundation brim and band, which 


are the same for both hats, the full crown and the full brim 
for the shirred hat, the plain crown and the plain brim for the 
plain hat. 
The various portions of the shirred hat are joined 


one to the other and ca,n be shirred over cords if liked so that 
they can readily be laid flat and laundered. 
The crown for 


the plain hat is entirely separate from the brim and is but- 
toned into place over the softhy draped ribbon, which terminates 
in a big bow. 


The quantity of material required for the shirred hat is 1-2 


yard 18 inches wide for the crown, 1 1-2 yards of embroidery 
6 1-4 jnches wide for the frill and 2 yards of ribbon for the 
bow; 7-8 yard of all-over material, 2 yards of narrow lace, 2 3-4 
yards of ribbon with 1-2 yard 27 inches wide for either founda- 
tion brim and band. 


The pattern 5340 is cut in one size only. 


SEVEN GORED SKIRT. 


There is no skirt more satisfactory for general use than the 


plain gored one. It is adapted to wool, to silk and to washable 
materials, it can be trusted to launder without losing its shape 
and has the very great advantage of being always worn. 
This 


one is cut to flare gracefully at the lower portions while it is 
plain over the hips and allows a choice of inverted plaits or 
gathers at the back. Also it can be trimmed in a variety of 
ways. 
As illustrated the material is one of the pretty light 


weight wool suitings with braid applied over each gore. But it 
is already time to be thinking of linen and pique suits and the 
model is admirable for both, while such materials can be braided 
with great success and with a peculiar effect of smartness, the 
braid being applied over any preferred stamped design. Again, 
there can be piped bands of the 
material applied either in 


straight lines, extending round, or in separate ones terminat- 
ing in each gore, or wide braid can be used after any fashion 
that may be liked. 


The skirt is cut in seven gores, these gores being carefullv 


shaped to give the fashionable full effect at the lower edge and 
is joined to the belt. When gathered the closing should be made 
at the centre back, but when inverted plaits are used it can be 
made either at that point or beneath the plait at the left side. 


The quantity of material required for the medium size is 


8 3-4 yards 27. 5 yards 44 or 52 inches wide when material has 
figure or nap; 6 3-4 yards 27, 3 1-2 yards 44 or 3 yards 52 inches 
wide when it has not, with 7 yards of braid to trim as illus- 
trated. 


The pattern 5622 is cut in sizes for a 24, 26, 28. 30, 32, 34 and 


36 inch waist measure

then allowed to fall free, hemming the bottom and topping it 
with an inch wide band of insertion lace. This should be set 
right in at the top of the hem. The neck should be cut out in 
square Dutch, finished with a band of the insertion lace, shaped 
to fit. the uneven edges trimmed with a little lace frill resting 
upon the pretty plump neck. The sleeves will be puffs confined 
with bauds matching the neck finish. For dotted Swiss no model 
could be better, for this fabric never looks well when over- 
trimmed. 


A second pretty little frock to be made of any plain white ma- 


terial, has a \er\ small square \oke of tiny pintucks outlined with 
a band of fine nainsook embroidery, giving the effect of the yoke 
being a pintucked chemisette. The neck is finished with a bias 
strapping covered with a row of feather stitching and a little lace 
frill. The frock falls free from the little yoke and a deep hem 
is the finish for every-day wear. 
Finer materials mav have a 


hand of the in-ertion outlined with a group of pintucks. The puff 
sleeves are confined with bands of the insertion, edged with the 
lace frill. 


The little 3-\ear-old man is just the right age for Buster Brown 


or Russian suits, made with full knickers and the one-piece 
blouse. At the same time there is no reason why both boys may 
not wear sailor suits. These are very little trouble to make. 
Just knee trousers and the Peter Thompson blouse, that slips 
over the head and has an elastic run into the hem at the lower 
edge. Cream serge, with light blue collars and cuffs, trimmed 
with white braid would be pretty for best wear, the shield to bo 
white pique and the tie soft black silk. Their hats should be 
large, flaring straw sailors, trimmed with a ship's name rib- 
bon. 
A good white material for general wear is cotton poplin. 


It is durable, and not requiring starch, lessens laundry labor. 


A suit, becoming alike to both boys, is a combination of sailor 


and Russian blou-e. 
The knickers arc full, bloomer and the 


Russian blouse is arranged flat on the shoulders and showing 
two box pleats down the front closing. This is cut away in a V 
nt the neck and is 'finished with a large sailor collar of a con- 
trasting or self material, trimmed with row-, of braid. The tie 
and the belt should be black or match in color. 
The .sleeves 


are full regulation sailor style, and the shield is of white wash- 
able material. 


White mohair has much to recommend it for suits. Tt is cool, 


not too expensive, wears like iron, and is easily laundered. 
Striped salatea is smart for collar and cuffs, but anything frillv 
or on the pretty order should not be provided for boy's wear.

This is no more than three inches in 
width, and is made of lawn,.'sheer linen or batiste, hemstitched 
at the edge and edged with' fine French Val., or.if the home 
sewer has the gift of embroidery,, it is better,to scallop the 
edge, finish it with buttonhole stkchery and .'just inside the hem 
embroider some-fine dots, fleur' de lis; or daisy designs. 
These 


ties are pointed, square or round in their finish, and are used 
with white turnovers on white costumes, especially white linen 
shirt-waists. 
The narrow little tie of this sort is much better 


than the ready to wear cravat which cannot be laundered.
